A Redondo Train Jumps the 


NO VERY SERIOUS RESULTS. 


— 


A Chinaman Crushed in One of the 
Soledad Tunnels — President 
Adams Makes a Queer 
Disclosure. 


Redondo Beach is in hard luck. Yes- 
terday morning at 10 o’elock the first 
train from this city over tha Santa Fé 
met with an accident about three 
miles this side of Redondo. The train, 
which was crowded with excursionists 
from this city, was moving along at a 
good rate of speed when the trucks of 
the engine jumped the track, and be- 
fore the engineer could bring the train 
toa standstill his engine jumped and 
pulled the baggage car and two passen- 
ger coaches from the rails. The pas- 
sengers were considerably shaken up, 
but. strange to say, no one received a 
scratch. Another engine was tele- 
graphed for, and the passengers 
were brought back to this city. The 
wreck could not be cleared away for 
some hours, and no more trains were 
run yesterday. There is no reason 
given for the accident other than that 
the curve is quite sharp, and in 
making the turn the trucks left the 
track. This accident is similar to the 
one on the Redondo narrow-gauge a 
few days ago, inasmuch as no serious 
results followed. 

; A CHINAMAN CRUSHED. 

‘Yesterday a Chinese laborer in the 
employ of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, who was working in one of the 
Soledad tunnels, a mile and a half be- 
yond Saugus, was killed. He was 
working in the tunnel, when the walls. 
caved in, and he was crushed to death. 
Coroner Meredith was notified, and 
will go up this morning to hold an in- 
quest. 

PRESIDENT ADAMS PREVARICATING. 

President Charles Francis Adams of 
the Union Pacific, who is on the coast 
on a visit, was interviewed by an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter in San Francisco 


the other day, and made hin: 
self famous in railroad circles, at 
least, by giving out that he 


would not extend his line to Southern 
California. Why Mr. Adams should 
persist in denying that his road is com- 
ing here isapuzzie that has stumped 
more than one, especially as almost 
every railroad man in the land knows 
that he is coming here with his road 
just as fast as laborerscan put down 
the rails. His own men have not hes- 
itated for some months to state pos- 
itively that Union Pacifictrains will be 
running over their own roadbed into 
Southern California early in 1891. and 
there is any amount of evidence to 


prove that they are telling the truth. [| 


T. E. Fraser, one of Banning’s most 
prominent business men, was in this 
city last Saturday and in conversation 
with a Times representative, he said: 

“There are now two squads of Union 
Pacific surveyors between Ludlow on 
e line of. the Atchison and Pacific 
nn. apning, and they are workiug 
this way as fast as ible. The 
newly appointed division engineer, 
Mr. le Brohn, who has just taken 
charge, bas removed the camp from | 
Morongo to a point ten miles north- 
east of Warren’s Wells and placed En- 
be other 
camp is located a short distance this 
side of Ludiow and is in charge of 
Engineer Atkin. Mr, Atkin is rush- 
ing bis work across the desert to make 

mnection with the line near 

arren’s Well before hot weather 
sets in. He is driving stakes 
as fast as be can get them, and 
will probably succeed. The prelim- 
inary stakes have all been set out of 
Banning to the Morongo. As near as 
can be learned from the course taken 
by the surveyors, the Union Pacific 
will cross the Atlantic and Pacific, 
near Ludlow [as has been stated in 
these columns before] and will strike 
the Morongo Pass at Warren’s Well, 
five miles east of the summit. The 
surveyors’ orders from headquarters 
are to simply test San Gorgonio Pass, 
and as near as I can learn they will 
not go over the top of the grade in this 
pass, but will get into the San Jacinto 
plains ten miles west. They will cross 
the Southern Pacific track one-quarter 
of a mile east of Banning, swinging 
in to get at the head of the grade at 
Beaumont. They will go through Bear 
Valley, and will swing into South Riv- 
erside, aud will reach Los Angeles 
from that point as best they can. 

“This will give them a much better 
grade over the mountains than either 
Santa Fé or Southern Pacific. They 
will have a grade of only fitty feet to 
the mile while the Southern Pacifie 
has a grade of ove hundred and fifty 
feet to the mile in some places and the 
Santa Fé is about the same. This is 
a big thing in favor of the Union 
Pacitic, as they will be able to pull a 
big train with but one engine, and of 
course they will make better time. 
This is not the only advantage, for, 
by coming by Banning from Ludlow 
they cut off about sixty miles and get 
an easy grade. The only hard build- 
ing they will have after they leave 
Morongo will be near Whitewater. 
Here they will have a tunnel one-half 
mile long. It will be located four 
miles northwest of the Southern 
Pacific. As soon as connections 
are made the surveyors’ will 
finish the preliminary survey and will 
commence work on the actual survey. 
The engineers expect to complete their 
work to Banning by the 1st of July. 

When President Adams was asked 
in San Francisco why he has so many 
surveyors out he replied that his com- 
pany believe in surveying in any direc- 
tion where there is a possible chance of 
ever building aroad. He stated that 
they may build this line some time in 
the dim future; but that it is more 
probable they will never build. This 
is all bosh, for during the past six 
months Mr. Adams’s company has 
spent over $300,000 in runuiug these 
lines, and he is too much of a finan- 
cier to throw mouey away after that 
fashion.

IN POLITICS. 


THE NATIONALISTS AT LENGTH 
ENTER THE ARENA, 


Adopt a Working Organization and 
Proceed to Put Themselves 
Into Fighting Shape ona 
Cut and Dried Plan. 


The meeting of Nationalist Club No. 
1 at Temperance Temple on Broadway 
yesterday afternoon was occupied with 
the tackling of the political organiza- 
tion of the Nationalists in the city for 
the coming campaign, despite the 
feeble protests of one gray-haired 
member who remonstrated against 
the insertion of party“ in the articles 
of faith instead of organization.“ 

The principal object of the meeting 
was the consideration by the club of 
the plan of organization adopted by 
the Nationalist papers of the city. 
There was a small audience in attend- 
ance, which probably had something to 
do with the ruling of the chairman 
that everybody present should vote on 
everything brought up. The question 
Was ruised by a member who wished 
the voting limited to members of the 
club. The question being put to the 
audience they voiced their sentiments 
against being excluded from partici- 
pation, and the principal discussion 
was carried on by people who do not 
belong to that particular club of the 
Nationalists. 

There was a call by the lady chair- 
man, at the beginning of the meeting, 
that Mrs. Clara Foltz, of San Diego, 
should preside at the meeting. That 


is to say, the lady chairman called on 


Mr. Owen to preside, and he’ called on 
Mrs. Foltz. That talented lady de- 
clined with appropriate thanks. She 
said she had come to listen, and could 
not do so, so well on the platform as in 
the body of the audience. 

When Mrs. Foltz had announced her 
recalcitrant decision, Mr. Owen, with 
becoming reluctance, ascended the 
platform, his footfalis being luxurious- 
iy drowned in the obnoxious roar of 
the street cars outside and the reson- 
ant footsteps of late comers upon the 
redwood floors. 

He assumed the gavel and with it 
the supreme dictatorship of the meet- 
ing, as was evidenced by an incident.

Mr. Wilshire, who popped up on his 
feet more consecutive times and with 
more English pronunciation than apy 
other member, wanted the chairman 
to hold office for six months. With 
his tan-colored shoes and la-de-dah 
demeanor he excited many members 
to opposition, if not derision, and 
after the excited discussion which en- 
sued, was downed by a vote which 
Mr. Owen pronounced unanimous. 
It was in this discussion that Mr. 
Owen became omnipresent. When 
the discussion was at its height, a 
lady with a theater bonnet arose to her 
feet and asked our chairman”’ to give 
his views. Still with reluctant, Cæsur- 
like movements, he did, at last, com- 
ply. He coincided with the op nents 
of the six months play. hen he 
called for the vote his hand upon the 
pulse of the meeting was there. No 
dissenting votes were cast. 

Clause after clause was adopted, 
Mr. Wilshire performing the periunc- 
tory job of putting in useless objec- 
tions. .

About Four Thousand People Pres- 
ent—They Adopt Strong Reso- 
lutions—Reasons Why Saloons 
Should Be Closed. 


Hazard’s Pavilion was filled to 
its utmost capacity last evening, there 
being at least four thousand people 
present. Dr. J. P. Widney was elected 
president, and the following vice-presi- 
dents were elected:

After music by the choir, Dr. J. P. 
Widney made a few preliminary re- 
marks, explanatory of the object of the 
mass meeting. and, though not a law- 
yer, said he, I find two kinds of law— 
the common law and the unwritten 
law, The unwritten law has been on 
its travels for centuries, and it has 


handed down to us the custom of Sun- 


day observance. It is the habit and 
custom of the Anglo-Saxon race to ob- 
serve Sunday, and custom is stronger 
than law. It is only within the past 
few years that this right has been felt. 
I remember the time when to keep open 
a store on Sunday was looked on 
with horror, yet there was no law for- 
bidding it. Three-fourths of the crimes 
committed have come from open 
Saloons on Sundays. We shall go to 
the City Council tomorrow morning 
with our monster K claiming 
the right of a quiet Sabbath. That is 
one of the objects of the meeting to- 
night; another reason is that in addi- 
tion to the increase of crime, the Sun- 
day saloon increases my taxes, your 
es, aud the taxes of all property- 
olders; it increases my taxes about 
per cent.—costing me yearly hundreds 
of dollars. I have lived iu this town 
twenty years, and all the property that I 
have I made here. Is. it just that 
the Sunday saloon should rob me and 
rob you yearly of one-fourth of our 
taxes, or rather increase them that 
much, Which is robbery. Let us meet 
here and at other places as taxpayers, 
and ask for a quiet Sabbathyand a 
consequent reduction of taxation. 

Dr. Widney’s remarks were enthu- 
BSiastically applauded, after which he 
sugges the appointment of a com- 
mittee on resolutions.

There are a great 
many men in this city who are able 
and very willing to deliver political 
speeches, but ona night like this, when 
we want them to aid us—tbey seem to 
be afraid of the night air. How the 
people bow down to the mandate of the 
saloon-keeper. God pity the man who 
makes his way to prominence through 
desolated homes, and every man does

CAPT. KNOX DEAD.. 


A BRIEF SKETCH OF THE LIFE 
OF A USEFUL MAN. 


He Went in the Army When a Mere 
Boy and Contractsd a Disease 
That Finally Killed Him 
~The Funeral. 


Capt. George C. Knox, one of the 
Police Commissioners of the city, a 
promiuent civil engineer and Mason, 
died at his residence, No. 930 Flower 
street yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 
Mr. Knox had been suffering for sev- 
eral weeks, and very recently had an 
operation performed upon him, which, 
it was thought, would save his life. 
| The conditions were too serious, how- 
ever, and after much pain he suc- 
cumbed to the inevitable and passed 
2 after a busy life and while yet 
in his prime. 

Mr. Kuok has been a prominent 
figure in local circles during the past 
year by reason of the determined stand 
he took in the matters of the Police 
Commission. He displayed great in- 
terest in city affairs during his entire 
residence in Los Angeles, and in his 
death it has lust a public-spirited and 
intelligent citizen. 

Mr. Knox was born May 25, 1841, at 
Nashville, Tenn. His cultured mother, 
who maintains great vigor in spite of 
her years, has had the satisfaction of 
watching his career, but has been sad- 
dened by its untimely close. He was 
educated in Nashville in the publie 


16 years of age began his career as a 
civil engineer, by practical. work with 
the Tennessee and Alabama Railroad. 
At 20 years ot age he went to New Or- 
leans and engaged in the mercantile 
business. 

At the peginais of the war he was 
a member of the Minute men, but went 
with the Confederate service with the 
Crescent rifles. He was tendered a 
commission, but declined it, and 
served in the ranks. Taken sick sev- 
eral times he would recuperate and 
return to the service, and was finally 
placed in the Engineer Corps. At the 
close of the war he was on Gen. 
Fagan’s staff. 

At the close of the war he went to 
Nashville and then to Memphis, where 
he lived until coming to California in 
1869. After a short residencein San 
Francisco he came to Southern Califor- 
‘nia and lived first at Anaheim, 
coming to Los Angeles in 1880, where 
he has since resided. Following his 
profession principally, he at one time 
was City Surveyor, and has been at

| The deceased was a prominent mem- 
ber of the Masonic order. At the time 
of his death he was Past Master of 
Pentalpha Lodge No. 202, Past High 
Priestof Chapter, Past lilustrious 
Master of Los Angeles Council No. 11,

Lion Commandery, Grand Conductor 
of Work of the Grand Council and In- 
spector of this district of the Royal 
Arch Masons. 

He leaves an immediate family, con- 
sisting of a widow and five children, to 
mourn bis death.

COMPULSORY VACCINATION, | 


in San Francisco have filed an opinion 


pel the vaccination of children before 
admitting them tothe public schools. 
This decision may be legally sound, 
but it is of questionable propriety, and 
will be received with marked disap- 
probation by many of our best citizens. 

Waiving all discussion as to the 
efficacy or non-eflicacy of Jenner’s 
process, itis a fact that very grave 
doubts are entertained on the subject 
by a large number of earnest and in- 
telligent people, including many mem- 
bers of the medical profession. Such 
doubts are founded upon many undis- 
puted facts, among others, that 
cases are by no means uncom- 
mon of infection after vaccination 
has been successfully performed; that 
many instances are on record of the 
contraction of dangerous diseases, loss 
of limbs, and even of life, as a result 
of the process; and, finally, that the 
opinion of vaccinators as to the tre- 
quency with which the process should 
be undergone is constantly changing. 
Jenner maintained that once in a life- 
time was sufficient; then we were told 
that we must be vaccinated every 
seven years, while now some physi- 
cians say it should be done yet more 
frequently. 

There being so many legitimate 
doubts upon the subject, the pro- 
priety of making vaccination com- 
pulsory upon school children may 
well be questioned. There is quite 
a rage for inoculation at present 
among physicians. Itis practiced for 
hydrophobia, it has been essayed for 
yellow fever, it is recommended for 
cholera, and it was at one time even 
proposed for syphilis! If we can be 
compelled to inject into our children 
impure matter from a calf, as a pre- 
ventive against smalipox, why not 
also rabies from a dog, or cholera or 
yellow fever germs, whenever there is 
danger from those diseases? To what 
extent might this asserted right of the

‘That Same “Divinity That 
Shapes Our Ends.“ 


A CLEVER, UNWRITTEN ROMANCE 


Early Plans of the Famous Explorer 
Thwarted—A Man Who May Yet 
Be Governor-General of 
Central Africa.

New York, May 25.—[ Special Cor- 
respondence of Tne Times.}] Miss 
Tennant is not the first person 
to whom Ilenry M. Stanley has been 
under engagement of marriage. His 
early sweetheart now lives in this city, 


and his attachment for her was highly

A few years ago he was only a plain 
newspaper man, plowing his way 
through the usual reportorial vicissi- 
tudes, and some of us still well remem- 
ber the quiet, beardless fellow who, 
although unsocial with the crowd, 
“grappled with hooks of steel“ to his 
friends. Today he is honored among 
the princes of the world; he left us 
young, vigorous, hopeful; he has re- 
turned to civiltzatiop prematurely old, 
exhausted and a cynic—all because of 
a woman. 

Concerning his early career, Stanley 
has been exasperatingly reticent, but 
enough has leaked out from one source 
and another to warrant the assertion 
that few eminent men began life under 
less promising conditions than those 
which surrounded him in his youth. 
We know that he was born in Den- 
bigh. Wales, in the year 1840, that his 
parents were abjectly poor, and until 
the age of 13, the boy was practi- 
cally a public charge. Even at his

early age, however, he exbibited the 
sturdy traits that have characterized 
his later years. His father being dead 
and his mother having remarried,bome 
thereafter became a hateful spot on 
account of his brutal treatment by a 
new master. 

Naturally bright, he picked up here 
and there bits of useful knowledge and 
acquired enough of the elements of edu- 
cation to enable him to teach school, 
which he did until an opportunity pre- 
sented itself to come to America. Ship- 
ping as a cabin-boy, he sailed for New 
Orleans, Up to this time he had been 
known by the name of Rowlands. 

During his stay in that city, his in- 
telligence attracted the attention of a 
Mr. Stanley, by whom he was adopted, 
and whose namehe atonce assumed. 
His patron dying shortiy after, the 
young man was again thrown on his 
own resources. The oubreak of the 
civil war at this period afforded himan 
opportunity to enter a new field of ad- 
venture, and Stanley joined the Con- 
federate army. Taken a prisoner in one 
of the western engagements, he was 
fortunate enough to be exchanged, and 
on regaining bis freedom enlisted in 
the Confederate service, this time se- 
lecting the navy asa field more con- 
or to his restless and active spirt. 

t is said that he was an acting ensign 
on an iron-clad and one of the crew of 
the Alabama when, toward the close 
of the war, she went down in the deadly 
duel with the Kearsarge. 

Making his way to = York after 
the cessation of hostilities Stanley 
gained the confidence of James Gordon 
Bennett, and in 1867 was seut asa 
correspondent: of the New York 
Herald to Abyssinia. Here, by his 


daring and journalistic enterprise, he 


began to achieve high honors. On his 
return from Coomassie and Magdala 
he was sent to Spain, but iu 1869 was 
suddenly summoned trom Madrid to 
Paris by Mr. Bennet and ordered to 
lead an expedition into the heart of 
Atrica for the discovery, if possible, of 
Dr. Livingstone, whose long silence 
had aroused the gravest apprehensions. 
- How he succeeded in this endeavor, 
returned to England in 1872, and was 
received with distinguished considera- 
tion by the Queen, the Royal Geograph- 
ical Society and other learned bodies, 
are incidents that have become a part 
of the history of our time. 

And now occurred the particular 
episode that has elicited this article. 
Stanley remained in England long 
enough to superintend the publication 
of his book entitled, How I Found 
Livingstone.“ Then, in order to fill a 


lecturing engagement, as well as to, 


revisit friends, he returned to the 
United States. 

is personal appearance at that 
time, as may be seen from the portrait 
accompanying this sketch, was that of 
a man of abundant health, with a 
physique that showed no trace of the 
hardship through which ne had passed, 
and a nature which had not been 
soured by jealousies, doubts or antag- 
onisms. He weighed probably one 
hundred and seventy pounds; his hair 
was dark, short and inclined to be 
curly; his brown eyes seemed to be 
ever on the alert and penetrative, and 
the firmly-molded lips and broad chin 
in themselves indicated unusual 
strength of- character. Im his man- 
ner, he was direct, but in all references 
to himself or his achievements he 
evinced peculiar modesty. The quiet 
dignity of the man constituted one of 
the attractions of his personality. 

The reception accorded to him by 
his journalistic associates, especially 
by those belonging to the then-exist- 
ing New York Herald Ciub, was well 
calculated to impress upon bim the 
magnitude of the work he had per- 
formed, and we all felt that he stood 
chief among the intrepid spirits of the 
who, in obedience to instructions, 

ave gone forward in peace and war to 
give the 3 the story of great 
events. The manner in which he was 
treated by a portion of the press, how- 
ever, was of a very different character. 
By somewf the newspapers, now loud- 
est iu their praise, he was denounced 
as a fraud, charlatau and adventurer. 

Even the old travel-stained, cap of 
Livingstone and his personal letters, 
which Stanley, on the night of the 
famous Herald Club dinner, presented 
to the brother of the explorer who had 


come from Canada for the occasion, 
were characterized by more than one 
newspaper as the inventions of a clever 
ournalistic swindler. Those of us who 
now the mau knew better; but there 
ia little doubt that these infamous at- 
tacks upon one who for three years had 
Single-handed and alone conquered 
difficulties such as few men ever bave 
had to encounter, aroused a sense of 
indignation in his breast. Nor was 


this indignation modified by his sub- 


sequent failure to elicit popular inter- 


est upon the lecture platform, that fail- 


ure being largely brought about by the 
adverse criticismsreferred to. It must 
be confessed, however, that Stanley at 
that time was not calculated to estab- 
lish a success as a public speaker. He 
exercised no personal magnetism; his 
treatment of the subject of African 
travel was geographical, statistical and 
dry. There were bits of description 
here and there, which, eloquently de- 
livered, would have aroused enthu- 
siasm, but they came from bim with 
commonplace effect and the audi- 
ences dispersed feeling little better sat- 
isfied than if they had spent the even- 
ing studying a map of Africa or going 
through a museum of equatorial curi- 
csities. 

An offset to these disappointments 
was to be found in the social honors 
that our best citizens on every hand de- 
sired to pay him. Strange tosay, how- 
ever, Stanley rarely showed to advan- 
tage in any public gathering. Ina 
throng of ladies and gentlemen he was 
painfully diffident and shy, while in 
the society of two or three chosen 
spirits he was a delightful companion, 
conversipg with ease and a charming 
grace such as those who enjoyed 
‘coufidences will never forget. 

There was one residence in New 
York where he was especially welcome, 
and which be was never weary of vis- 
iting.

His surroundings 
were characteristic. The parlor, filled 
as it was with African bric-4-brac, was 
a vision of beauty. The walls were 
hung with quaint weapons and curious 
specimens of native skill, while. scat- 
tered here and there about the room 
thousands of elegant trifles revealed

the esthetic taste of the occupant.

It would be violatin 
a breach of confidence to repeat all 
bis extravagant language in this con- 
nection, for it was the langu of a 
man who was in dead earnest and is 
sacred; but he said incidentally: ‘‘Be- 
fore I marry and settle down, a great 
undertaking remains to be accom- 
plished. If successful, I expect to be 
the possessor of an amount of wealth 


whim. True, the lady of my choice is 
in her own right an heiress, but it is 
my intention during the next two years 
to lay the foundation of a fortune that 
will greatly exceed her own, and thus 
permit me to enjoy an honorable man’s 
independence.

FIRES THAT WENT TO GRASS. 


A Boutonniere that Lasts a Week— 
Test for Pure Milk—How Wo- 
men Display Poor 
Taste. 


There is a young fellow in town who 
never appears without a boutonniere. 
No matter wh you see him a carna- 
tion or a rosebud shows up on the 
lapel of his coat. People think he 
spends a greal deal each year for flow- 
ers. Such, however is not the case. 
This is how he works it. He takes the 
stem of the boutonniere each morning 
and cuts a little from it, and then 
sticks the stem in boiling water. This 
causes the petal to brighten, and 
makes the flower as.fresh as when first 
plucked. “If care is taken to get a
